Time running out on priority bills

sembly convened Jan. 8, Demo­ 
cratic House leaders and Re­ 
publican Gov. Christopher S. 
Bond outlined legislation they 
felt should be given top priority 
this year. 
Now, with only eight more 
days scheduled for legislative 
consideration before final ad­ 
journment,

cent 
of 
Bond’s program has no chance 
of passage and 37 per cent of 
the House leadership program 
is in the sam e shape, despite a 
two-thirds Democratic m ajority 
in that cham ber. 
Only one priority bill has 
been sent to Bond so far. That 
is the so-called “ open window” 
bill, which would require public 
hearings before counties set 


their property tax rate. It was 
a priority of both Bond and 
House Speaker Richard Rab­ 
bits 
Seven other of Bond’s 28 rec­ 
ommended bills have a good 
chance of passing, and five 
m ore 
have

chance of making it to his desk. 
But ll bills are definitely dead 
and four others still face more 
legislative action than tim e will 
probably perm it, giving them 
little or no chance of passage 
unless they receive unexpected 
attention.

Seven m easures are definite­

Five bills, in addition to DeCos- 
ter’s “open window” proposal, 
are in good position for final 
legislative approval and two 
others have some chance of 
being passed before midnight 
April 30.

The other bills in the Demo­ 
cratic package that have the 
best chance of passing would 
revam p the state judicial sys­ 
tem, exempt prescription drugs 
from the sales tax and revise 
standards for the m anufacture 
of mobile homes. 


M easures backed by Bond 
with just some possibility of 
working their way through the 
legislature include an increase 
to IO per cent in the interest 
the state can pay on revenue 
bonds, revision of the welfare 
system so funds are distributed 
on the basis of need rather than 
in amounts set by law, in­ 
creased powers for the state 
adm inistrative hearing com m is­ 
sioner 
to settle disputes, 
a 
statew id e 
p ro p erty 
re a s ­ 
sessm ent and m andatory prison 
term s for persons convicted of 
crim es involving weapons 
The House package includes 
two bills with some chance of 
passing—m andatory prison sen­ 
tences and creation of a com­ 
mission to review and recom ­ 
mend changes in the entire 


state tax structure. Such a bill 
was killed by the House earlier 
this year. 
All those proposals have al­ 
ready passed one house and are 
awaiting consideration in the 
other. 
M easures in the Bond pro­ 
gram that are either already 
dead or have little chance of 
passing include: 
—Revised conflict of interest 
laws for most elected and ap­ 
pointed public officials and can­ 
didates. 
—Home rule for all counties 
in the state. 
—Correction of problems the 
governor 
has 
claimed 
exist 
with the new Nurse Practices 
Act, which became law earlier 
this year over Bond's veto. 
—Return to a system of m ul­ 


ti-year license plates. 
—Creation of a state Bureau 
of Investigation. 
—Revision of the formula for 
distributing state school aid 
—Im munity from prosecution 
for persons cooperating with 
prosecutors. 
—Inclusion of a statem ent of 
value when property is bought 
or sold as an aid to m aintaining 
accurate property assessm ents 
for tax purposes. 
-N o-fault automobile insur­ 
ance. 
—Elim ination of state Reve­ 
nue D epartm ent fee offices, run 
by private individuals, and re­ 
placem ent with offices operated 
completely by the state. 
—Compensation for victims 
of crim es.

JEFFERSON CITY - Even though it has been an on- 
again, off-again spring, Missouri turkey hunters should 
find the big birds gobbling and strutting about on 
schedule. 
The wild turkey season is April 26-May 9 and Depar­ 
tment of Conservation turkey biologist John Lewis thinks 
the season should fairly well coincide with the peak of 
gobbling activity. 
Bearded birds only are legal. Mostly, that is gobblers, 
though a few hens will have beards. Hunters this year 
can take one bird between April 26- May 2, then try for a 
second bird between May 3-9. 
In the only other two-bird season (1973), hunters 
claimed about 600 second birds. This year’s season is the 
most liberal since modern seasons began in 1960, with 14 
days of hunting and a possible two-bird limit. 
There are five new counties opening (Johnson, Ray, 
Audrain, Carroll and Newton) bringing to 79 the counties 
now open to spring turkey hunting. There were 14 open 
counties in the first modern season in 1960. 
One complication that hunters may face this year is the 
dense vegetation, especially in the southern part of the 
state where many plant species are leafing out about 
three weeks ahead of normal. 
Hunting hours are from 6 a m. to I p.m. Central 
Daylight Time. Legal weapons are shotgun and longbow. 
Every turkey taken must be tagged ami checked at a 
check station with head and plumage intact in the county 
where taken or an adjoining county between 7 a m. and 3 
p m standard time on the day taken. 
Farmers hunting on the land where they live don’t need 
to buy a $7.90 resident tag, but must tag turkeys with a 
home-made tag with the hunter’s name, address and the 
date and have it checked at the check station. Non­ 
resident tags are $30.40.

What’s more, he found that almost all those involved fell ouatto 
the age limit used by most states with mandatory hunting safety 
training, so such mandatory training in Missouri wouldn’t have 
helped.

Ford’s decision Friday rules 
out protectionist measures to 
aid the ailing U.S. shoe in­ 
dustry, found by the U.S. Inter­ 
national Trade Commission to 
have suffered ’‘serious dam­ 
age” from foreign imports. The 
commission recommended two 
months ago that Ford impose 
either 
increased 
tariffs 
or 
quotas. 
But Ford instead decided on 
accelerated adjustment assist­ 
ance for workers and firms af­ 


fected by the foreign com­ 
petition 
In 
1975, 
Americans 
spent 
more than $1.1 billion for non­ 
rubber foreign shoes, mostly 
from Italy, Spain, Brazil and 
Taiwan. 
Ford's action was praised by 
the Volume Footwear Retailers 
of America, an association rep­ 
resenting firms that sell more 
than 50 per cent of the shoes 
bought in this country 
State Department officials ex­ 
pressed satisfaction with Ford s 
ruling, saying the imposition of 
added import restraints would 
have had serious foreign policy 
consequences. 


The United States has close 
economic and security ties with 
all the major foreign shoe sup 
pliers One official said a tariff 
hike would have only invited 
economic retaliation by the af­ 


fected countries. 
Three of the six trade com­ 
mission members had recom­ 
mended that tariffs on im­ 
ported footwear be increased 25 
to 35 per cent.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Postal Service’s fees for special 
delivery, registered mail and 
other services increase on Sun­ 
day by up to 33 per cent.

ingful. “T hat's off the record," 
he added. 
His attitude dem onstrates the 
conflicting mood of m any exec­ 
utives as they enter during the 
next month the height of the 
annual meeting season. They 
don’t particularly enjoy them 
or believe in them, but they're 
stuck with them. 
To 
elim inate 
the 
annual 
m eeting might produce more 
problems than would be avoid­ 
ed, but som e companies have 
compromised by moving to out- 
of-the-way sites, by reducing 
the am enities, by setting time 
limits. 
Some

autocracy, 
turning off the microphone on 
shareholders they consider to 
be obstreperous, but that be­

symbolism of the meeting is 
corporate democracy, and dic­ 
tatorial behavior conflicts with 
that.

Fuqua, chairm an of Fuqua In­ 
dustries. an Atlanta based con­ 
glomerate with sales in excess 
of a half-billion dollars a year, 
scoffs at the notion.

SOME ECONOMIC 
LESSONS FROM ABROAD 
The rising stock market and improving economic 
picture with respect to production, employment, and 
inflation are all short term manifestations of our 
recovery from the great 1974-75 recession. As such, they 
are welcome. But the nation should not lose sight of the 
fact that our economy still faces severe and perhaps 
chronic problems which must be faced and resolved if 
our free enterprise system is to survive and prosper over 
the longer run. 
For instance, one economic study (made by the 
General Electric Company) forecasts that between now 
and 1980, there will be a capital shortfall of $50 billion out 
of a projected need of $312 billion. Capital formation is 
one of the key factors which permits investment in new 
plants, new equipment, new products and processes. The 
projected shortage means that corporations will have to 
reduce investments in plant and equipment, which 
means a reduction in business activity, more unem­ 
ployment, slower growth in productivity, and a con­ 
tinuation of inflation. 
Other studies reveal that the U.S. ranks virtually at the 
bottom of Western industrialized nations in such areas as 
new investment as a percentage of Gross National 
Product and productivity increases per man-hour per 
year. 
Sweden, interestingly enough, ranks near the top in 
these categories. Perhaps we can learn something from 
this supposedly “socialist” state. 
The Swedes do have an extensive welfare system and 
one of the highest rates of personal income taxes in the 
world. But recipients of welfare are required to work for 
what they receive, if able bodied, and deliberate shirking 
is not permitted. Moreover, no less than 94.6 per cent of 
the Swedish Gross National Product comes from the 
private sector. And the ruling Labor Party seems to 
follow the philosophy that a proper incentive must be 
given to private industry to create jobs, build new plants, 
and acquire modern capital equipment. 
Swedish corporate taxes are among the lowest in the 
free world. Up to 40 per cent of a Swedish corporation’s 
profit can be set aside each year in the Swedish Central 
Bank, there to be held aside for future investment pur­ 
poses. After all tax benefits that accure to Swedish 
corporations, the “effective” tax rate is only about 27 per 
cent, as opposed to our 48 per cent. 
We bring up the Swedish example only to emphasize 
that even a dedicated “welfare state” can appreciate 
that a healthy private sector is fundamental to economic 
progress. In the U.S. “big business” is all too often a 
term of opprobrium. The contrast is worth thinking 
about.

According to U.S. News, state governments are getting 
the message that taxpayers have had enough. 
Income and sales taxes rose in 17 States last year, and 
voters replied by rejecting 93 per cent (rf the dollar value 
of bond issues at November elections. 
Now governors of several states urge no tax increases 
for 1976. Among them: California, Kansas, New York, 
Arizona, Missouri and Maryland.

Blindfold me 
and I’ll be out of here before you 
know it." 
“We’re not going to let you go 
back to your own neighborhood 
without something to remember 
us by. lf we let one guy walk 
through everybody will think 
they can come into our territory 
to go ( o h movie.” 
"That is a problem and I 
respect you for it I shall inform 
the kids in my neighborhood that 
if they want to go to a movie in 
your neighborhood they will 
have to ask permission first." 
"Not so fast, Put up your fists." 
"Really, I don't want to fight 
You've made a very strong case 
for not wanting strangers in 
your neighborhood and I'm very 
glad you explained it to me." 
POWI!!!!! "Let that be a 
lesson to you, knothead. The 
next time it will be more than 
your nose " 
So when Jimmy Carter raised 
the question of "ethnic purity" it 
wasn't just black vs white. He 
struck a chord in every ethnic 
city kid who ever made the

CURBING CIA ABUSE 
Almost as if nothing had come 
to light in recent months about 
secret, illegal activities by the 
CIA and FBI at home and

abuses is to permit it to operate 
in even greater secrecy.

Screw Loose in 
Space Program

WASHINGTON— 
Americas 
only 
remaining space spec­ 
tacular, the $6.2 billion space 
shuttle, might literally come 
apart at the seams For the nuts, 
screws and threaded studs that 
hold it together may be unsafe. 
This isn t the scare talk of 
economizers who want to scuttle 
the shuttle; rather, it is the 
grave 
opinion 
of engineers 
whose jobs 
depend 
on the 
project. 
Their warnings are supported, 
moreover, by actual films of 
screw failures on launch pads 
Like the classic fable of the 
battle that was lost for want of a 
nail, there is real danger that a 
future spaceship could be lost 
for want of a screw. 
As early as April 1973, there 
were secret discussions at the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) about 
the 
menace of substandard 
screws 
The 
report of one 
meeting tells of official fears 
that the weak fasteners might 
result in loose joints which could 
cause the equipment to pull 
apart at launch or in space. 
The 
problem, 
officials 
suggested, 
was 
that 
the 
manufacturing standards were 
too low. But any change in 
standards would require the nut- 
and bolt factories to retool at 
tremendous cost. The industry, 
therefore, has been lobbying 
against changing the standards 
A method of testing individual 
screw and nut threads was 
developed by Johnson Gage, a 
Bloomfield. Conn , firm, which 
sent NASA its assessment of the 
problem in July 1973 In blunt 
language, 
the 
firm 
warned 
NASA confidentially that the 
standards for the space shuttle 
fasteners 
“ provide 
for 
a 
loophole that allows (NASA to) 
accept outright junk." 
Computer tests of the screw 
threads, meanwhile, revealed 


that millions worth of faulty 
threads had reached Rockwell 
International, 
the 
principal 
space shuttle contractor, as a 
result of the low standards. It 
was feared some of the inferior 
screws had found their way into 
the space shuttle equipment. 
The minutes of a meeting at 
Rockwell's Canoga Park, Calif., 
facility show that the company 
engineers were worried about 
the fasteners "The standards as 
curently written," stated the 
minutes, "are weak and inef­ 
fectual." 
Although 
Rockwell's 
own 
fasteners were geneaily 
ex­ 
cellent, the company bought 
fasteners from inside suppliers 
and could not control “the 
quality of 6,000 vendors in 47 
states,” the minutes added 
A rocket similar to those used 
for the space shuttle was filmed 
by high-speed cameras around 
the launch pad The precision 
films showed parts of the pad 
actually coming apart because 
the fasteners didn't hold. 
Still, the aerospace industry 
fought to keep the faulty stan 
dards rather than ?pend the 
estimated $1%) million it would 
cost to retool 
Johnson Gage 
experts, 
meanwhile, 
have 
warned the Pentagon that the 
military 
has no means "to 
detect or reject outright junk." 
Under the present method of 
testing threads, the military 
may wind up with "everything 
from Tiffany’s jewelry 
to 
garbage," 
according to one 
memo. 
The 
military 
is 
in 
danger, wrote Johnson Gage, of 
becoming a "dumping ground or 
the more than ample supply of 
deviant threads.” 
Other 
industries 
are 
also 
alarmed over 
loose screws 
Detroit's Big Three automakers, 
for example, have taken the first 
steps to improve the safety of 
screws They were spurred into 
action by a study, which showed 
1,200 automobile crashes 
in a 
single state had been caused by 
loose threads. 
Nevertheless, the American 


National Standards Institute, an 
industry-dominated group, has 
managed to block every move 
for tighter standards.

The 
Central Intelligence Agency, as 
we have reported in the past, 
knew more than it told the 
Warren Commission about the 
late President John F. Ken­ 
nedy's accused assassin, Lee 
Harvey Oswald. 
We have now seen a secret 
CIA memo which reveals that 
two people linked with Oswald 
were CIA informants. One was 
Clay Shaw, the hapless victim of 
New Orleans District Attorney 
Jim Garrison's probe of the 
Kennedy assassination

Garrison charged Shaw with

claim his death resulted from 
the strain of defending himself.

Orleans, Dr. Bringuier told us

NEW YORK (AP) — Sports­ 
caster Dick Lane recently cele­ 
brated his 31 st year of covering 
a sport that draws sneers from 
highbrows and cheers from ci­ 
vilians — pro wrestling, that 
colorful game some say is a 
sweaty sham. 


Now, ifs probable most folks 
out there on the East Coast 
never heard of Dick. But I sure 
did when I was growing up in 
Los Angeles in the early 1950s. 
He was the main wrestlecaster 
at station KTLA-TV 
Though he left KT LA in 1972, 
he’s still one of a handful of ex­ 
perts still doing the grunt-by- 
groan announcing of wrestling 
on TV, covering bouts that are 
taped and shown in 129 m ar­ 
kets, at last report. 
Lane, a pioneer of televised 
rasslin', says he began cov­ 
ering it for KTLA in March 
1945 The first bouts occurred 
in KTLA’s studios because pro­ 
moters felt TV' cameras would 
cause empty stadium seats. 
“ I tried to get into the Ameri­ 
can Legion stadium over rn 
Hollywood and they ran me out 
of there like I d brought the 
plague,” he cheerfully groused 
in a phone interview frm his 
home in Newport Beach, Calif. 
“The 
Olympic 
Auditorium 


wouldn't let me in, either. But 
heck, there weren’t enough TV 
sets in those days to cause any­ 
body to stay home.” 
After seven months, he said, 
the promoters changed their 
minds. 
In those early years. Lane 
was wont to use descriptions of 
wrestling holds that weren’t ex­ 
actly listed in the official man­ 
ual of the sport. 
"We had to make some to be­ 
gin with,” he explained, “ be­ 
cause there were certain holds 
the wrestlers had names for 
that, ah, weren't the kind of 
names you used on the air. So I 
called 'em what I thought they 
looked like.” 
Two of Lane's masterpieces, 
now part of any wrestlecaster’? 
lexicon, are “the crotch-locked 
leg strangle” and the “ inside 
step-over toehold taken from 
the cannonball position." 
Lane was one of the first 
wrestlecasters to moderate pre­ 
bout debates between gladia­ 
tors The debates got quite fe- 
ricious in tone — some sup- 
sected to build up the gate — 
and threatened much doom in 
the ring 
Sometimes, the warriors even 
turned on Lane, a friendly guy 
who on the air speaks rapidly 
and keeps a straight face.

This team ing of rhubarb ana 
raisins probably got under way 
toward the end of the last cen­ 
tury. We haven’t checked our 
old cookbooks; we deduce this 
from some food history: 
According to one researcher, 
“ Records of rhubarb in Amer­ 
ica identify an unnamed Maine 
gardener as apparently having 
obtained either the seeds or 
root stock from Europe be­ 
tween 1790 and 1800. He in turn 
introduced it to gardeners in 
M assachusetts 
where 
the 
growth spread and by 1822 it 
was being sold in produce m ar­ 
kets in the Bay State. The 
earliest usage reference date is 
1806 when it appeared as filling 
for tarts and pies. How the rhu­ 
barb industry spread from New 
England to Washington, Mich­ 
igan, California, Oregon and 
New York is obscure. Proper 
combinations of weather, hu­ 
midity and available growing 
space seem to be the m ajor 
contributing factors.” 
The 
m arketing 
of 
raisins 
started much later. According 
to another researcher, “ In 1873, 
during an unexpected and un­ 
usually hot spell in California’s 
San Joaquin 
Valley, 
grapes 
dried on the vine before they 
could be picked. One enterpris­ 


ing grower, refusing to see his 
crop lost, shipped the dried 
grapes to a grocer friend in 
San Francisco. The grocer, not­ 
ing that the arrival of the rai­ 
sins coincided with the arrival 
of a ship from Peru, featured 
the raisins as a ‘Peruvian de­ 
licacy’ and created a demand 
for the fruit. Thus the raisin in­ 
dustry was born.”

want to try the following recipe 
for this good fruit combination. 


SLOW-COOKER RHUBARB- 
RAISIN COMBO

quart electric slow-cooker turn 
all the ingredients; mix well; 

Cook with control set at 
Low for 21* hours. If rhubarb 
at top is not quite soft, gently 
and carefully stir once; 
let 
stand, covered, with heat con­ 
trol off for at least Mi hour. 
Chill. Makes about I Va quarts. 
If you use field-grown rhubarb 
sold with full leaves, you’ll 
need to buy 4 pounds to m ake 
the cut-up amount called for.

Alcove beds are becoming 
popular in th*- current space 
crunch. 
It is reasonably simple for an 
experienced do-it-yourselfer to 
build one, if the space is avail­ 
able. It is the choice of method 
that puzzles some do-it-yoursel- 
fers 
lf the sm aller, lighter, 30-inch 
m attress is to be used, setting 
it on a fram e covered with ply­ 
wood that is supported on the 
three sides nearest the walls 
may do the trick. But if a larg­ 
er m attress — 36 inch or 39- 
inch — is to be used, it may be 
more reassuring to have firmer 
support. 
A showroom at High Point, 
N C , uses a method which pro­ 
vides the super sturdiness nec­ 
essary when a larger m attress 
is used. At least you'll know 
with this cage-like contraption 
that you aren't going to sag. 
Even so, many do-it-yourselfers 
might feel that the additional 
support isn t necessary even 
with the larger mattress. Much 
depends on the confidence of 
the worker 
The box-like fram e was built 
of 2 by 2s with 2 by 4s used for 
supports and 2 by 2s used as 
crosspieces. 
Supports 
and 
cro ssp ie ce were set about 8 
inches apart. It was covered 
with V in ch clapboard. Fram e 
and stringers wert- ' d ied to the 
2 by 4 supports with **vinch 
nails after the holes had been 
drilled in the 2 by 2s to prevent 


splitting. 
Four 2 by 2s were cut the 
length of the alcove and the 
supports were cut 14M inches 
to provide a height of about 20 
inches above the floor when the 
m attress was in place. 
Paneling was used over the 
studs of the alcove opening’s 
fram e, which was built or 16- 
mch studs on center with allow­ 
ances made for top plate and 
sole plate on either side. A 
They worked with 40-inch by 
76-inch dimensions to accom ­ 
modate the 39-inch m attress, 75 
inches long, t A 36-inch m at­ 
tress is also available.) 
Another kind of fram e, the 
spokesman pointed out, might 
have supports at the ends with 
slats across an upper fram e 
that could support the m attress 
with its built-in board. This 
method would provide storage 
space under the bed if one 
needs it. 
double header supported the 
short studs that ran from the 
top plate to the header. 
The room at High Point was 
designed by Douglas Sackfield 
of Simmons’ Interior Design 
Department to illustrate a spe­ 
cial "bunkie” m attress which 
can be set into the alcove. It is 
the kind of m attress used in 
bunk beds. 
"Actually a board over the 
fram e isn t necessary with this 
m attress because it comes with 
a piece of plywood and foam 
rubber attached to it," said a 
spokesman for the designer. "It 
can be used with other bases."

“It's enough to make you sick' 
Dum ping out the TV trash can

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
In the annals of television 
history, whenever anybody 
w rites such a study, the 
season of ’75-76 will probably 
be called The Year The Bot­ 
tom Dropped Out. 
The TV season we’ve all 
just lived through was a dis­ 
aster, a debacle, a dog. More 
than a dozen of the new en­ 
tries were cancelled and even 
those that made it were most­ 
ly hanging on by the skin of 
their ratings Hits were rarer 
than pits in seedless grapes. 
The big question is: did the 
networks learn anything from 
la st s e a s o n ’s ex p en siv e 
tragedy? Will next season 
show the fruits of their ex­ 
perience, and be more inven­ 
tive, more imaginative, less 
copycat? 
The answer seems to be a 
resounding NO! 
“ The netw orks haven't 
learned a thing," says Colum­ 
bia Pictures' talent coor­ 
d in ato r, 
R enee V alente. 
‘ They’re doing the same old 
thing Looking at the pilots, 
it's enough to make you sick.” 
She says that we can expect 
’76-'77 to be pretty much the 
same sort of season we’ve just 
barely survived 
The plans, 
apparently, are for the iden­ 
tical mix of cops and lawyers, 
doctors and situation com­ 
edies Nothing has changed. 
“The pilots in the works,” 


says Twentieth Century-Fox’s 
TV head, Sy Salkowitz, “ look 
to be pretty much the same as 
they were last year.” 
The question then arises — 
why don’t the netw orks 
change and try to improve 
their product? The answer 
seems to be that they can’t. 
They’re locked in to the 
current format by tradition, 
by habit, by unimaginative 
programmers 


“The logistics of TV have 
become so complex,” says 
Banner, “mat it is hard to tm 
agine any drastic changes.” 
He says that TV is still 
governed by what he calls 
“the aspirin policy” — “ they 
figure that if one aspirin 
makes a headache feel better, 
IOO aspirins will make it feel 
IOO times better And, in fact, 
IOO aspirins can kill you. But 
they figure if one show is a hit, 
make IOO just like it.” 
There may, in the final 
a n a ly sis, be one m a jo r 
breakthrough credited to the 
o th erw ise dism al ’75-*76 
s e a s o n _ . A m i . 
t h a i . 
breakthrough was the 12-hour 
version of Irwin Shaw’s novel. 
“ Rich Man, Poor 
Man ” 
Frank Price, president of 
Universal TV, thinks that 
could be a milestone 
“The most significant thing 
that season could be the im­ 
pact Rich Man, Poor Man’ 
has,” Price says “ IU poten­ 
tial impact on TV is enor­ 


mous 


“If it s a hit, TV can then 
theoretically do any kind of 


novel The whole idea is un­ 
precedented in the field of 
entertainment. To me, the 
idea of being able to tell a 
total story is tremendously 
exciting.” 
But, “ Rich Man, Poor Man” 
aside, there is very little 
brewing on the episodic 
front of great inventiveness. A

Banner himself is producing 
Almost Anything Goes, the 
town-vs.-town stunt show.

opened at the top. Scoop it 
out till you think it will 
recieve the meat. Fill it, 
close it up, tie it hard, and 
close in a cloth. When it 
has boiled a little, tie it 
closer. It must boil Th 
hours." 
The growing of fresh 
vegetables In early America 
was largely the province of 
the 
w ealthy 
southern 
planter 
who 
had 
both 
favorable climate, labor, 
and the money to invest in 
greenhouses to grow them 
in. Plantation owners used 
to race one another to see 
who could bring in the 
earliest peas. Washington, 
who was especially fond of 
them, and Jefferson both 
recorded In diaries how 
early their peas, among 
other 
vegetables, 
were 
available each year. For a 
delicate 
and 
different 
flavor, try early, young, 
tender peas flavored with 
cumin seed, one of our 
earliest known spices.

2 lbs. fresh peas

F re n c h 
cuisine and became an 
enthusiastic 
student 
of 
French wines. It was his 
combination of enthusiasm 
and intellectual curiosity 
that 
made 
every 
new 
encounter an occasion of 


enrich his knowledge, and 
as he traveled, 
he ex­ 
plored. 
In 
Holland 
he 
"discovered" waffles; in 
Italy, pasta and Parmesan 
cheese; In France; a way 
of life. His keen mind and 
innate sense of style and 
good taste gleaned the best 
of 18th century European 
art and architecture, and 
seldom has so much good 
sense 
merged 
with 
so 
much creative genius. 
American cuisine owes 
more to Thomas Jefferson 
than most people realize. 
He introduced us to capers, 
pistachio nuts, almonds, 
anchovies, 
figs 
and 
countless other "exotic" 
items previously unknown 
to the basically British 
style colonial cooking. 
At great personal risk 
Jefferson even smuggled 
rice out of Italy at a time 
when the penalty, if ap­ 
prehended, was death. He 
also introduced vanilla to 
this country, as well as 
macaroni. 
We may largely thank, 
or 
blame, 
Thomas Jef­ 
ferson 
for 
the 
French 
terms in our recipes and 
French 
nam es 
In our 
menus. 
Better still, we 
may 
thank 
or 
blam e 
Julien, his chef. In 1779, 
when Jefferson returned to 
the fledgling United States 
after 
four 
years 
as 
Minister 
Plenipotentiary 
to 
France, 
he 
brought 


Julien with him, and Julien 
remained as chef of the 
Jefferson 
households, 
including the eight years of 
Jefferson's presidency. 
He 
also 
brought 
a 
F r e n c h m a n 
n a m e d 
Lemaire, 
who 
was 
his 
faithful maitre d'hotel, as 
Julien was his chef. They 
remained with Jefferson 
when 
he 
returned 
to 
Monticello, 
Lemaire ac­ 
ting as the ex president's 
steward. 
Julien 
and 
Lemaire 
carried 
on 
at 
Monticello the tradition of 
fine cooking that had been 
developed while Jefferson 
was at the White House. 
Here, from Thomas Jef­ 
ferson's 
Cookbook 
is 
Lem aire's recipe for Beef 
a la Mode, as tasty today 
as it was 160 years ago. 


B E E F A L A M O D E 
4-pound top round beef 
pot roast 
I onion, finely chopped 
I sprig parsley, finely

That 
Jefferson 
loved 
good food shared with good 
company is evidenced by 
the 
number 
of 
dinner 
parties 
he 
gave 
while 
president; 
one alm ost 
every day for eight years! 
After leaving office and 
returning to his beloved 
Monticello in Virginia, the 
hospitality went on non­ 
stop. 
Having a master chef 
and steward was only part 
of what it took to be a host 
on the scale that Jefferson 
Intended; he also needed a 
charming 
and 
exciting 
hostess for his affairs, and 
being a widower, he looked 
to Dolley, the wife of his 
secretary of state, James 
M adison, 
to 
serve as 
hostess for him during his 
stay in the White House. 
The gracious and ever 
thoughtful Dolley liked to 
greet guests at the door 
and offer them a cup of hot 
consomme as an antidote 
to the chilling effects of 
unheated carriage rides. 
She would also send out a 
servant bearing caudle to 
the 
drivers 
waiting 
in 
carriages. The nutritious 
and warming mixture of 
oatmeal and rum might 
not appeal to all tastes, but 
at the time it was a life 
saver. 


Another extra courtesy 
the 
colonials 
bestowed 
upon their guests was the 
giving of napkins which 
were yard wide squares of 
linen. In the late 1700's 


gentlemen's shirts were a 
flutter of ruffles; ruffles at 
the wrist and neck, and 
flowing down the front. 
The large 
napkins were 
tied about the neck to 
protect this cascade of 
frills. 
An 
interesting 
thought for those among us 
upset by the latest fashions 
it's 
said 
that 
when 
women 
began 
to 
wear 
ruffles they were censured 
for being too masculine! 
Not 
only 
were 
your 
comforts given top con­ 
sideration, but the food set 
before you was extremely 
good, and it was devoured 
with gargantuan appetite, 
by our standards. A meal 
would consist of two main 
courses, each of which had 
many 
different 
dishes • 
perhaps ham, oysters from 
the nearby York River, 
fowl-fried or stewed -and 
some of the plentiful game 
such 
as venison. Along 
with these main dishes, 
myriad side dishes ap­ 
peared: Marrow pudding, 
sweet potatoes, red pepper 
relish, 
sweet 
m ustard 
p ic k le , 
c e le r y , 
mushrooms, 
fruits 
and 
assorted 
hot 
breads. 
Followiing this came an 
array of pies, fruit cakes, 
puddings, and cheesecake 
for 
dessert. 
The whole 
thing was washed down 
with wine, beer, arrack 
punch or syllabub. All this 
was served in the middle of 
the 
day, 
around 
two 
o'clock in the afternoon. 


Wonder 
what 
the 
colonials would think of 
to d a y 's 
b u sin e ssm e n 
lunching on two martinis 
and a chef's salad? lf that 
sounds rather scant to you 
after reading about Jef­ 
ferson and the way our 
fo re fa th e rs 
in d u lge d 
themselves, perhaps you'd

conceive a program — to 
introduce a letter person or 
to clarify some rule. Then 
we build the whole show 
around that concept. The 
script has to be written and 
the lyrics for the songs. 
The sets must be designed 
and 
built, 
if

avbailable. 
Then 
we 
rehearse our lines and pre­ 
record all the audio." 
Actors are used rather 
than puppeteers. "This is 
basically an acting job," 
stresses 
M cDonough. 
"Besides there aren't that 
many puppeteers around." 
While the actors rehearse, 
the sets are built and the 
director makes a number of 
decisions 
concerning

Sud­ 
denly, 
one 
hand is 
turned thumb down, 
forming a double loop, 
as in figure 2. 
Now, the hand that 
formed the double loop 
reaches through to the 
adjacent strand, fig. 3, 
and pulls it through 
the loop, thereby form­ 
ing a knot as promised, 
figure 4. Naturally, this 
lakes practice. 
Length of string is 
about 30 inches.
